In the Advisory Action, the Examiner argues that the specification "does not 
support the amendment of claim 1 which limits the temperature to below 20C only." 
Applicants respectfully submit that the originally filed claims are part of the original 
disclosure. Thus, any subject matter recited in the original claims cannot be 
considered new matter. Original claim 23 recited "room temperature (20 °C), 
preferably below this". The language "preferably below this," refers to 20C, which 
provides clear basis for the term "below 20°C." No new matter has been added. 

In view of all of the rejections of record having been addressed, Applicants 
submit that the claimed invention is in condition for allowance and Notice to that 
effect is respectfully requested. 
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
